My  report  for  19^4  is  statistically  satisf actory*  All  the  indices 
show  figures  as  good  as  or  better  than  those  for  the  country  as  a  whole* 
We  are  obviously  following  the  favourable  trends  affecting  the  whole 
country® 

There  are  two  exceptions  that  must  be  mentionedo  First  the  persis¬ 
tence  of  a  relatively  high  level  of  primary  notifications  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  a  sharp  rise  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births0 

These  are  the  features,  satisfactory  and  unsatisfactory,  disclosed 
by  the  traditional  methods  of  recording  factors  affecting  public  health* 
More"' attention  nowadays  is  paid  to  the  incidence  of  the  principal 
diseases  causing  death  and  morbidity*  A  study  of  these  figures  as  they 
affect  the  whole  country  reveals  a  much  less  satisfactory  situation* 

The  following  points  indicate  some  of  the  more  disturbing  features:  - 

1.  Although  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  illness  are  more  effective 
than  ever  there  is  no  definite  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  disease* 

2.  The  diseases  responsible  for  a  large  proportion  of  deaths  are 
those  in  which  excessive  indulgence  in  food,  tobacco  and  alcohol  are 
acknowl edged  to  be  associated  causes*  The  diseases  are  lung  cancer, 
coronary  disease  and  chronic  bronchitis®  There  is  no  doubt  that  less 
self  indulgence  would  lead  to  a  considerable  decline  in  mortality 
particularly  in  young  middle  aged  adults* 

3«  The  principal  cause  of  death  of  children  other  than  infants  under 
one  year  of  age  is  violence  of  various  kinds*.  Home  accidents  and  road  accidents 
account  for  the  bulk  of  them® 

These  facts  point  clearly  to  the  depressing  conclusion  that  man 
has  so  far  failed  to  reap  the  considerable  benefits  to  his  health  and 

happiness  that  the  tremendous  advances  of  science  have  made  available 
to  hiitis 
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I  am  grateful  to  the  Borough  Engineer,  the  Water  Engineer  and 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Medical  Baths  for  notes-  on  the  work  of 
their  departments  and  to  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
interest  and  encouragement® 

Finally  I  must  refer  to  the  retirement  during  the  year  of  Mr0 
W*  Ce  Toft,  Chief  Clerk  in  the  Health  Department  since  the  earlydays 
of  the  War®  The  work  of  Mr.  Toft  and  people  in  similar  jobs  seldom 
receive  publicity  and  Mr</  Toft  would  be  the  last  person  to  court  it® 
It  is,  nonetheless,  true  that  the  effective  working  of  the  health 
services  in  this  area  during  the  last  twenty  two  years  was  to  a  con™ 
siderable  extent  due  to  his  conscientious  efficiencye

Report  by  the  Superintendent  for  1964* 


MEDICAL  BATHS 

ll'M.". 11 —■  —— 

During  the  year  under  review,  2,660  Turkish  Baths  and  6, 140  Slipper 
Baths  have  been  given,  and  7, 476  medical  treatments  of  physiotherapy 
and  hydrotherapy  administered  to  patients  referred  by  medical  practitioners 
and  consultants.  Treatment  has  been  administered  to  men,  w^men  and  children 
in  all  walks  of  life,  but  the  bulk  of  the  work  done  being  concerned  with 
the  diseases  of  degeneration,  the  average  age  of  the  patients  tends  to  be 
somewhat  advanced.  Local  medical  practitioners  and  consultants  and  those 
of  the  surrounding  districts  are  giving  the  establishment  an  encouraging 
measure  of  support,  and  several  show  quite  an  exceptional  interest  in 
modern  physiotherapeutic  techniques® 

In  the  summer  season  the  majority  of  patients  attending  are  visitors, 
either  coming  to  Scarborough  to  combine  holiday  with  intensive  treatment, 
or  being  suddenly  afflicted  whilst  on  holiday  are  able  to  get  immediate 
attention®  An  extra  physiotherpis t  is  employed  during  this  period®, 

From  the  general  increase  in  attendance  over  the  last  eight  years,  it 
would  appear  that  there  is  a  growing  number  of  people  who  elect  to  have 
treatment  outside  the  provision  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

Facilities  were  again  provided  during  the  year  for  the  annual  visit 
of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unite

Bacteriological  Tests^ 

A  total  of  378  samples  were  taken  from  the  distribution  system 
(mostly  from  consumer  taps) %  of  these  4  were  found  on  the  initial  sam* 
pling5  to  be  unsatisfactory  but  on  subsequent  re-sampling  all  were 

proved  to  be  satisfactory*  In  no  case  was  there  any  indication  that 
the  water  supplied  was  anything  but  who!esomec

Domieiliary  Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing 

Seven  nurses  were  employed  full-time  and  three  part-time  in  the 
Borough  by  the  County  Council  on  Home  Nursing  duties.  Two  whole-time 
midwives  and  two  combined  duties  nurses  (i.e®  midwifery  and  home  nur¬ 
sing)  were  also  employed  full-time® 

Health  Visiting 

Eight  whole-time  Health  Visitors/ School  Nurses  operated  in  the 
Borough,  their  duties  including  visiting  children  from  the  age  of  2 
weeks  until  15  years  of  age.  A  steadily  increasing  proportion  of  their 
time  is  spent  in  the  care  of  the  aged.  In  addition  they  attend  the 
various  clinics,  follow-up  notifications  of  infectious  diseases, visit¬ 
ations  at  home  of  tuberculosis  patients,  investigate  social  conditions 
relating  to  applications  for  service  of  Home  helps,  boarding  out  of 
children  or  adoption  of  children*  A  nurse  is  also  employed  part-  time 
for  the  domiciliary  visiting  of  diabetic  patients® 

Home  Help  Service 

Home  helps  are  available  (on  application  supported  by  medical  evidence  ) 
to  render  temporary  assistance  in  the  homes  of  applicants  in  the 
following  categories  viz‘- 

(i)  Women  having  domiciliary  confinement; 

(ii)  Persons  requiring  help  because  of  sickness  or  pregnancy 

of  housewife  or  her  absence  in  hospital; 
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(iii) 


Other  cases  of  acute  illness,  particularly  of  children 
where  there  is  a  number  of  healthy  children  to  be 
cared  for,  and 

(iv)  Aged  persons  or  chronic  sick  persons  who  are  unable  to 
obtain  admission  to  hospital* 


Ambulance  Service 

An  Ambulance  Depot  (open  day  and  night)  is  maintained  at  Dean 
Road,  Scarborough,  where  Ambulance  Service  facilities  are  available 
on  request  by  Hospital  Medical  Staff,  General  Practitioners,  Police 
Officers  and,  in  cases  of  sudden  emergency,  members  of  the  public* 

After-care  of  Tuberculosis  and  other  illnesses 

By  arrangement,  the  Scarborough  and  District  Council  of  Social 
Service  provides,  on  behalf  of  the  North  Riding  County  Council,  after¬ 
care  facilities  for  tuberculosis  patients  as  well  also  for  those  suf¬ 
fering  from  other  illnesses^ 

Additional  bedding,  clothing,  etc*,  can  be  provided  and  loan 
of  sick  room  equipment  obtained,  on  recommendations  by  doctors  and/ 
or  district  nurses. 


Blood  Transfusion  Sessions 

Roscoe  Rooms  Clinic  is  made  available  for  use  by  the  National 
Blood  Transfusion  Service  during  the  year  by  permission  of  the  County

During  the  year  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963, 
became  operative  This  important  Act  makes  provision  for  securing  the 
health  safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  in  office  and  shop  premises 
Certain  sections  including  the  requirement  to  register  premises  where 
persons  are  employed,  came  into  force  on  1st  May,  and  most  of  the  other 
provisions  from  1st  August.  The  Council  placed  the  responsibility  for 
enforcement  on  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate:,  and  routine  action  was 
commenced  without  delay,  A  Register  and  inspection  and  notice  forms  were 
designed  and  a  programme  of  inspections  mapped  out;  A  summary  of  the 
number  of  premises  registered  during  the  year  and  the  inspections  made 
and  notices  served  is  given  in  this  Reports 

The  Common  Lodging  House,  Leadiig  Post  Street,  was  closed  at  the 
end  of  the  yearc  A  considerable  araouni  of  reconditioning  was  required

2,  254  visits  were  made  under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts  to 
houses  in  proposed  Clearance  Areas,  other  unfit  houses  (for  repair, 
closure  or  demolition)  and  where  application  had  been  made  for  Improve¬ 
ment  Grants* 

Clearance  and  closure  procedure 

The  St*  Mary's  Street  CoP*0o  area  (13  houses)  was  inspected  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  the  Order  was  confirmed^ 
Rehousing  of  some  of  the  tenants  took  place  during  the  year* 

The  rehousing  of  the  occupants  in  the  Lancaster  Street  area (7  houses) 
was  completed,  and  the  houses  were  demolished* 

Eight  unfit  houses  were  represented  individually,  and  12  families 
were  rehoused*  Six  houses,  subject  to  Closing  Orders,  were  thoroughly 
repaired  and  reconditioned  and  the  Orders  revokedG  Five  individually 
unfit  houses  were  demolished* 

House  repair  and  improvement  procedure0 

The  survey  of  houses  continued  during  the  year,  houses  in  certain 
streets  being  systematically  inspected  as  to  condition  of  repair* 

Notices  were  sent  to  owners  where  defective  structural  conditions  were 
found,  and  all  owners  were  informed  of  the  Improvement  Grant  procedure 
in  the  cases  of  houses  which  were  found  to  be  lacking  in  the  required 
amenities  -  a  bathroom  with  bath,  washbasin,  internal  water  closet,  hot 
water  installation  and  a  foodstore® 
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Houses  in  Vine  Street,  Victoria  Street,  Melrose  Street,  Prospect 
Road,  Hoxton  Road  (westerly  end),  Trafalgar  Street  West,  Nelson  Street 
(westerly  end) ,  Auborough  Street,  Longwestgate,  Scalby  Road  (  southerly 
end) ,  and  Cambridge  Pla,ce  were  inspected  and  the  following  is  a  summary
